the rural 
public 
school 
teacher In 
leading his or her pupils to see the 
direct relation between home life and 
their school studies are contained In 
a new' publication of Die Department 
of Agriculture. This bulletin, No. 281, 
entitled “Correlating Agriculture With 
the Public School Subjects 
in 
the 
Northern States,” contains a plan of 
work 
extending 
from 
September 
through the fall, w inter and spring to 
the end of June. 
Under this plan 
each pupil is encouraged to undertake 
some home project; that is to say, 
louie work ut home which will extend 
through a whole season, will be con­ 
nected with the instruction iii agricul­ 
ture 
which 
the 
pupil 
receives 
at 
school, and a record of the results of 
which will be 
faithfully 
kept 
and 
turned in to the teacher at the eon- 
•lusion of the project. 
At school the 
pupil’s exercises in arithmetic, spell­ 
ing, English, geography, etc., are so 
directed that the value of these sub­ 
jects in practical life is made clear. 
Dor example, in the language lessons, 
the pupil may be asked to write out 
tile method which lie used in testing 
milk with a Babcock tester, 
special 
emphasis being placed upon the need 
for making 
the 
meaning absolutely 
clear. 
In Die same way Die records 
obtained from cow 
testing 
may be 
used as exercises 
in 
arithmetic and 
the pupil asked to compute the total 
yield of blitter fat, its money value, 
aud the estimated profit from any giv­ 
en dairy herd.
